tives, to receive information on this study currently being made ao 
that an appraisal can be aada of the activities of the Central 
Intelligence Agency and its relationship to Department of State 
and other departments and agencies performing. Intelligence functions. 

It is believed that the most desirable means by which Information as 
to the current study can be received is through the Coralttee on 
foreign Affairs of the Coaaisaion. This Committee la composed of 
tteasra. Harvey H. Bundy and James Craft on Rogers, both of whoa are 
former AssUtent Secretaries of State. During World War U, Ur. 

Bundy, as a Special Assistant to the Secretary of Wat, served as 
the personal and confidential assistant of Hon, Henry L. Stiaeon. 

Ih% Rogers likewise wa a. in v government service during World Tfcr II 
as a Deputy Director inHhi Office of Strategic Services. In addi¬ 
tion, 2r. John T , Heck, Jr. # Executive Secretary of the Coaaittee, 
will be working with Uesere. Bundy and Rogers and win have access 
to information received, ' v,. ^
